Swartz, Newark lawyer and former 
mayor of Granville, today addiess- 
ed a letter to the Public Utilities 
Commission protesting against the 
proposed abandonment of electric 
car service between

According' to the com- 


munication, Judge Swartz has been 
a constant daily passenger over that 
road for nearly 24 years 
He says 
in part' 


"The result of the situation 
is 


caused by what I regard to be the 
lack of proper management of the 
-road. In fact imbecility or "bone 
head' conduct has characterized the 
conduct of the managers 
of that 
road up to the time of the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for it. It has 
long been the opinion of the best 
business men that a 10 cert fare be- 
tween Newark and Granville would 
be adequate for all the 
services 


rendered between the two cities and 
•when 
the 
officers of the road re- 


fused to give such rate the demand 
for transportation was so great that 
the busses 
began to do business 


They were advised at that time that 
they would lose the traffic if they 
allowed it to be done but they said 
openly at a meeting of the council 
in Granville that they didn't care 
anything for passengers, what they 
wanted was money. 
They were 


then making an application to the 
council of the -village of Granville 
to allow them to charge a 35 cent 
fare for the trip. Since that time 
they have used all manner of sense- 
less means to try to compel people 
to ride in their cars. Thev hpve 
paid no attention^ to accommodating 
the passengers or'the patrons of the 
road. 
Thev have kept conductors 


and motormen upon the road who 
made riding upon the cars unsatis 
factory, 
if not dangerous

Berlin, Jan. 13—{By A. P)—A1 


Steele, two miles outside of Essen, 
the French flag hoisted by the oc- 
cupying troops was torn down and 
destroyed, says a dispatch to Vor- 
waerts today. 
The Burgomaster had to apologiza 


to the French commander and pub- 
ish an appeal warning the populatidn 
again&t excesses. 


Essen, Jan. 13 —(By A P.)—While 


German} generally was preparing 
for the observance of tomorrow aa 
the "Sunday of mourning" over the 
occupation of the Ruhr, the actual 
establishment of the French and 
Belgian garrisons continued to be 
extended and the occupying author- 
ities at Essen and Duesseldorf wera 
making further efforts toward di- 
rect negotiations with the big in- 
dustrialists and mine operators. 


"Confiscations and arrests" were 


thieatened in a number of the lat- 
ter failed to heed the invitation sent 
them by the control commission for 
a conference here today. The mag- 
nates were invited to attend a simi- 
lar meeting yesterday, but they did 
not appear, although several sent 
representatives. 
Today's invitation was sent to 


about a score of the most prominent 
operators in the occupied areas.

Another proclamation, by General

of Essen this morning. It gave no- 
tice that "All possible measures of 
pressure" would be applied in case 
the commission officials were in any 
way interfered with or endangered 
in their work or m the event that 
the local authorities disturbed the 
economic life of the area through 
actual deeds or passive resistance. 


The proclamation expressed 
the 


hope that the relations between the 
Belgian and French officials and 
the population would be equally as 
good as in the occupied territory on 
the left bank of the Rhine. 
General De Goutte pointed out that 


the occupation was not a military 
operation and that it had no political 
character, being merely for the pur- 
pose of supporting and protecting 
the members of tbe commission. He 
appealed to the people for their co- 
operation.

His System Is to Map Out

Evans Hughes, today the world's 
outstanding diplomatic figure, two 
yeats ago was innocent of diplo- 
macy. 


"Wiien Hughes took 
office 
as 


chief of the United States state de- 
partment on March 5/1921, he was 
a

jurist, a 
man 
wath 


thorough knowledge of internal pol- 
itics, but with only a 
superficial 


knowledge of foreign affairs.

politics, however, provided a school 
for the new secretary and he was 
a ready learner.

Most of First Term to 


Get Squared Away

It matters not whether Mr. Hard 


ing has made up his mind to be a 
candidate for rennomlnation and re 
election. It is a safe 
assumption 


that he will be a candidate. It woule 
be altogether extraordinary if he 
were not. Whatever the stress and 
strain, the cares and'responsibilities 
of the job. it is but natural that the 
man who serves his country and 
party as president for four years 
would like to have a verdict of po- 
pular approval of his administra- 
tion, and such a verdict to be un- 
questioned, comes only through re- 
election. 


.Moreover, a man attains the presi- 


dency through the devotion and ac- 
tive support of his personal and po- 
litical 'friends and he calls on those 
friends to assist him in making his 
administration a success. 
Thereby 


he assumes obligations not lightlv 
to be disregarded, and a refusal to 
stand for a second term, save under 
the most unusual conditions, would 
be in no small degree a repudiation 
of his friends. 
That would not be 


"playing the game." and it is the 
sort of thing that simply isn't done. 


Then there is always the unfinish- 


ed business of the job. A president 
barely gets squared away at his 
:ask and sees thfe really big things 
he may accomplish for the good of 
the country before he discovers that 
the first three years of his term 
have slipped away and he finds him- 
self with "so little done, so much to 
do." He realizes that he must have 
more time if he would leave behind 
him a record of service commensu- 
rate with the opportunities of his 
exalted office, and he would be a 
peculiar individual if 
he 
did 
not 
see it. 


Such considerations outweigh per- 


sonal reluctance to subject himself 
to the ordeal of another campaign 
and to the strenuous, down-right 
hard -work of another term. 
They 


will even overcome the fear of de- 
feat, for they inspire the feeling that 
it were better to go down fighting 
than to be a quitter. 
They have 


sufficed with other presidents, and 
np. doubt will suffice with Mr. Hard- 
ing. 


It is not to be assumed from this, 


however, that President " Harding 
will shortly announce that he seeks 
the vindication of a re-election. In- 
deed, he may not become an avow- 
ed candidate at all. That is not nee- 
cessary. nor would it conform exact- 
ly to tradition and precedent. There 
is a nice distinction between "avow- 
ed" and "receptive", and Charles 
Evans Hughes demonstrated in 1916 
that a man may even be & candi- 
date and be decidedly reticent if not 
positively silent on the subject. As 
to tradition and precedent, it has 
been held that the dignity' of the 
presidency is such that the incum- 
bent should not make a formal de- 
claration of a desire to succeed him- 
self, but should take the attiutude 
that if called a sense of duty would 
impell him to yield.

It is estimated that there 
are included more than 300.000 spe- 
cies from the single order Lepidop- 
tera. which includes butterflies and 
moths. 
Dr. Barnes desires to sell 


the collection and donate the pro- 
ceeds to the endowment of a hos- 
pital. 
A bill in 
Congress, "which 


would authorize the purchase of the 
specimens for a sum of $310,000, has 
been pending for about a year. 


Dr. Lindsay has already spent 


more than two and a half years in 
cataloguing: 
the 
collection. This, 


added to the work of a predecssor. 
has resulted in the completion of 
about one-fourth of the task. Speci- 
mens numbering: about 
6,500 were 


collected last summer by Dr. Lind- 
say, and recently he has compiled 
the histories of seven families of 
butterflies.
